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Abstract Papers for cleaning hands are prepd. by impregnating disposable papers with cosmetic oily 
materials and surfactants. Thus, a disposable paper prepd. with rayon fiber 92% and 
polyvinyl ale.) 8% was impregnated with a mixt. of liq. paraffin 50, olive oil 0, a rose oil 25, 
and polyoxyethylene sorbitan monooleate [9005-65-6] 5 parts. The paper was effective in 
cleaning hands and disposable in toilet.

Abstract Water-washable cleaning papers are obtained by adding an oil (e.g. olive oil, tsubaki oil, 
liquid paraffin, squalane, higher fatty acid, etc.) suitable for cosmetics and anionic, cationic, 
nonionic, or amphoteric surfactant in a ratio of 90:10-99.9:0.1 to a water-soluble or 
dispersible cellulose fibre sheet or nonwoven fabric.
